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This is a decision on the petition filed (with fee) on 17 December, 2001, and resubmitted via 
FAX on 8 January, 2002, under 37 C.^F.R. §1.182' to change the name of name of the named 
inventor (Douglas Raymond Parker^^achael Jade Parker).
